In Whole World Is Harvested. 

Hush, Oki.a., Aug. 1. Thi« year's 
wheat crop in Oklahoma is now lieing 
threshed, and Is promising a record- 
breaker. Figure# as to the yield in the 
whole territory, of coune, are larking 
at this time, but 101 Ranch will do iU 
share to swell the toUl with a crop es- 
timated at 175,000 bushels. 

Sounds big, doesn't it ? Well, its a 
big ranch. There are 70, OUO acres of it 
and 9,0(K) acres devoted to wheat. This 
101 ranch is where they do things on a 
large scale. 

Now as to that wheat coup. Jos Mil- 
ler says and you believe him if hed<iea 
go aliout in his shirt sleeves and wears 
an ancient hat with sweat stains clear 
out Ui the brim that lieginning some 
three w<‘eks ago, they had i»> harvest- 
ers hacking off the l>eardod grain (poet- 
ical name for It. I It took three horses 
to drag i-ach of these harvesters, which 
were o% the type rutting a six-foot 
swath Some of these swaths were at 
least a mile long. If you want ty be- 
come statistical, figure out how many 
bushels to the mile, reckoning 'M bush- 
els to the acre. 

And again Joe Miller will tell you, 
with the other Miller l»ya to liack him 
up, that each of the machines cost fn>m 
90 SI to $:tiJU. Also it is an undis- 
puted indisputable fact that it lakes 46 
drivers to drive 46 harvesters. Then 
there are water haulers, twine haul- 
ers, etc., lossy nothing of a few su- 
(lenntendenU ami a gang of men at the 
sUbles to feed and harness the mules 
and horses. 

If you are used to some small or gar- 
<len vanety of farm, it will mean some- 
thing to you when you hoar fn>m Joe 
Mfller DO relation Ui tin- joker of that 
name that ho now has out six thresh- 
ing outflls, besides the threshing nia- 
chuies. lju-h outfit nee<ls 10 liundle 
wagons, 10 grain wagons, one cook wa- 
gon and water wagon. It calls for a | 
total of 60 drivers of bundle wagons, 
SIX engineers, six separator men, six 
coal haulers, six water wagon drivers. 
SIX cooks, SIX assistant cooks. 60 gram 
wagon drivers and .16 piuhers (gram, 
not tiaseliail. > Ea«-h of these machines 
thresh from 2.U<ki to 9.IMJ busln;b of 
grain daily. 

locklently Joe Miller, who is the old- 
est of the Miller b.>ys, owners of 101 
ranch, Ukes off his. hat to the inventor 
of the blower and stacker. He says it 
is one of the greatest labor saving dis- 
coveries ever made. An employer of 
l(N> men can appreciate that. Hy the 
way, there is never any ilearth of har- 
vest hands on 101 ranch. Apjilicants 
always apply there flrst. 

On the Miller ranch the harvesters 
eat and sleep in the field, as they are 
from one to ten miles away from the 
house. A cook wagon, very much like 
the owl lunch wagons you see down 
town in cities, stays by them out in 
the fleld. There is a little counter in 
it and sliaiU for the men. while the 
rear is taken up with the cook stove 
and a refrigcrat.ir The men go to bed 
by the simple proc<*ss of lying down on 
the ground, pillowing fheir heads u|a)n 
a shock of wheat and initling a wagon 
over them for a comfort. The muU-s 
do not eat in the field They are fe«l 
at the ranch stables, where PNI or i'lliti 
of them kre allowtd to fill up on corn 
and oats nil night long. This is their 
only meal in the 24 hours, but it is one 
that lasts. 

The 101 ranch wheat crop, although 
mammoth, is not its only one The 
big tract of land, leased from the I’oii- 
ca Indians, also pnxluci* I.Vl.isx) bush- 
els of cum a year, 5,isNi tons of prairie 
hay, .'i.OiMI tuns of alfalfa hay, and it 
sup|Mirts 15,ixsi cattle and :t,iNSi hogs 

Joe Miller, :W, conducts general su- 
pervision over the farm and signs the 
checks and he can sign pretty big ones, 
if he d(K>s do it with a leail pencil. He 
also communes with the Indian landlords 
in the Ponca tongue. 

Next is /ach, who lisiks out fur the 
l.'i.lsHi rattle ami the cowlK)ys. ami who 
does most of thi- traveling. 

(iiMirgo is the office man, and kee|is 
in cunslant communication with all 
parts of the ranch and the United 
States by local and long distance tele- 
phone. 

They have 2oii acres in cotton at ltd 
ranch this year. They have more than 
that in watermelons. The cotton is an 
experiment. 

Says Joe Mdler: "If it turns out all 
right we’ll plant some.”
